The Geary Act Decided to 
Be Constitutional. 


The Recent Decisions of the New 
York Courts Sustained. 


Motion for a Rehearing of the Cases 
Before a Full Bench. 


The Supreme Court Stands Five to Three 
in Favor of the Law, Justice Uar- 
lan Being Absent—Dissent- 
ing Opinions, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasnineton,.May 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Supreme Court to- 
day, through Justice Gray, sustained 
the decision of the New York courts in 
favor of the constitutionality of the 
Geary Chinese Exclusion Act. The an- 
nouncemanht of the decision in the case 
was expected and attracted a large at- 
tendance of spectators and attorneys, 
including Atty.-Gen. Olney, Solicitor- 
General Aldrich and Senators Pugh, 
Dolph and Cochran. 

Justice Gray, in announcing the judg- 
ment of the court, said that the power 
ot this Nation to restrict or prevent the 
immigration of aliens into the country, 
or require such aliens already in the 
country to remove therefrom, is a well 
settled principle of international law, 
and has been confirmed by an unbroken 
line of decisions in this court. The 
legislative power of the Government is 
not transcendant of any of the constitu- 
tional limitations in the act under con- 
sideration. It was, within its power to 
determine regulations under which 
these aliens shall be permitted to re- 
main in the United States, or, fail- 
ing to observe these regulations, 
be required to leave the country. The 
prov sions of section 6 of the act, 
which are a part of the law particularly 
at issue, are not inconsistent with the 
relations and duties of the legislative 
and judicial departments of the Gov- 
ernment’s mode of procedure under sec- 
tions similar in other well-established 
proceedings, such as habeas corpus, 
naturalization, fixing the requirements 
of citizenship and the like, in which the 
judicial branch has accepted the de- 
termination of the executive upon the 
questions involved. <Asto the require- 
mentthat Chinese are entitled to re- 
main in this country should they estab- 
lish their right by the evidence of‘one 
credible white witness, Justice Gray 
said thatit was within the power of 
the legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment to determine the character of 
evidence that might be received ina 
case at law, and what force should be 


given to the testimony offered, not dis- 


cussing the wisdom nor justice of the 
act in question, which was beyond the 
province of the judicial branch of the 
Government. It remains only to say 
that the judgment of the Circuit 
Court of the Southern District of New 
York in refusing to grant writs of 
habeas corpus to the petitioners is af- 
firmed. 

Justice Grav said the question pre- 
sented was the constitutionality and 
effect of tne sixth section of the act en- 
titled ‘‘An act to prohibit the comin 
of Chinese persons into the Unite 
States.’’ The Justice sketched the pro- 
visions of the law rapidly, and then 
proceeded tosay thatit was perfectly 
well settled that it was one of the fun- 
@amental principles of the law of na- 
tions that every independent nation 
had the inherent right to keep aliens 
out of its territory, and to order them 
toget out of its territory; that the 
of public welfare demands _ that 
the power exist in time of war, and 
equally so in time of peace, and that it 
had always been recognized as belong- 
ing to independent nations. 

Continuing, Justice Gray said: ‘‘The 
United States, like all of the great 
powers, has the power to make war, to 
make peace, to pass an act of naturali- 
zation, to pass all necessary and proper 
laws, andto carry out the powers re- 
posed in Congress. On the political de- 
partment of the Government devolves 
the care of international relations. It 
has been settled in two cases that 
the power of exclusion may be 
vested in an executive officer, 
and that the aid of the judigiary may be 
invoked. Itisno new thing in public 
law for matters to be executive and po- 
liticalin the first imstance, and then 
take such judicial force as the political 
department might direct. The courts 
have no authority to revise the decis- 
ions or their action and effect in these 
cases, except as far as the provision 
has been made by law. The treaties 
with China provided originally for a 
very free intercourse. That was in 
1869. Then it was found that it was 
necessary to have more power for the 
convenient regulation of this matter, 
and subsequent treaties were more dis- 
tinctly recognized, as contempiated by 
the contracting parties, as giving power 
to regulate the entrance of Ch nese 
into this country. If Congress makes a 
law inconsistent with a-treaty, it may 
give a foreign nation the right to com- 
plain and to take such action as it may 
deem best for its own interest, but the 
duty of tne courts of the United States 
is clear, and they must recognize its 
force.”’ 

Justice Gray here dwelt at length 
upon the objection that has been made 
to the arbitrary power conferred upon 
the executive officers in making de- 
portation a penalty and said: ‘‘As far 
as an investigation ts made it will be a 
judicial investigation. The law pro- 


| vides that a Chinaman shal! be deported 


unless he can clearly establish certain 
facts to the satisfaction of the judge. 
The legislature has the right to pre- 
scribe what evidence shal! be demanded 
before its jtdicial tribunals. It, is 
within its power to provide that those 
aliens who have been a year within the 
United States without getting out a 
certificate shall be deported. It has 
the right te define what witnesses shall 
be heard, andthe right to protect the 
courts against testimony from. persons 
who have no regard for the sanctity of 
an oath.’’ He said he would not touch 


upon the wisdom, the policy nor even 
the justice of the act, and -in continu- 
ing said: 


‘Those questions are for the 


‘fourteenth 


political, legislative and executive de- 
partments ofthe ‘iorernment. If the 

act is within their constitutionai | 
powers, it would be out of place for the | 
court tointerfere. What Congress has | 
done is that it has not provided for any 
definition of the crime in theact nor pro- 
vided any punishment. It has provided 
that the persons in question sWall be 
sent out of the country to the place 
from whence they came. It did not 
provide for the ad ndication of crime, 

but simply forthe removal of the persons 
whose presence Convress cofisiders in- 
consistent with the public welfare. It. 
must be remembere: that Chinese can- 
not be naturalized. Doubtless they are 
entitled to the security and safeguard 
guaranteed bv the Constitution and the 
laws in such measure as they provide, 
but* there is nothing in the Constitution 
or laws which impugns the power of 
Congress to compel them to leave the 
country.’’ 

Justice Gray said that the opinion in 
writing will be filed as soon as possible. 
JUSTICE BREWER, 

Justice Brewer dissented from the 
opinion of the court. His opinion is a 
verbal one, and at its conclusion he no- 
tified the court that he would prepare 
an extended written opinion on the sub- 
ject, which would be filed in the records 
of the case. He said that the 
amendment could no 
be construed as being entirely 
confined to the protection of 
citizens of the United States. The pro 
visions applied to all people living in 
the jurisdiction of the Ucited States. 
He defined the meaning oi the use /f 
the word ‘“‘persons’’ in the fifth am nd 
ment, which, he suid, t..st be equally 
comprehensive, and so also must be the 
sixth amendment. in his opinion 
there was no question regarding the 
general power of the Government to 
enact laws keeping people out of 
the United States, or to summarily deal 
with persons who unlawfully came 
in. However, this act dealt with 
persons who were unlawfully in 
the United States. It is not 
possible that any law can be put into 
éffectthat shall take property from 
people within our border for which 
compensation is not given. It is 
but to say that deporta- 
tion is a punishment; 
deprivation of liberty and a_ re- 
moval from home, family, business 
and property. ‘his can be considered 
as nothing less than a punishment of 
the severest natu.e. Justice Brewer 
held that if a mau had been born, 
brought up and established here, he can 
be seized and ¢C:iven from the country 
under the provisions of the G ary 


act. He insisted ‘hat the powers 
conferred on a _ collector were 
surely not such as consti- 


tute a due process of law. Justice 
Brewer did not believe that the provi- 
sions of the Geary law made a just pro- 
vision in reference, to bringing unregis- 
tered Chinese bcfore=-proper judges, 
with due respect to Timitation as to their 
power, and for these reasons declared 
himself unequivocally against the law. 
JUSTICE FIELD'S OPINION. 

Justice Field delivered the principal 
dissenting opinion, He said: 
power of the Governmentto exclude 
foreigners from this country, that is, to 
prevent them from entering it whenever 
the public interests, in its judgment, re- 
quire such exclusion, has been repeat- 
edly asserted by the legislative depart- 
meut, but the deportation from the 
country of persons lawfully domiciled 
therein by permission of the govern- 
ment, and engaged in ordinary pursuits 
of life has never been asserted by the 
Government since its foundation, except 
for crime, or as an act of war, in view 
of existing or anticipated’ hostilities, 
unless the alien act off1798 can be con- 
sidered as recognizing the doctrine. 
In no other instance, until the law be- 
fore us was passed, has any public man 
had the boldnessto advocate the depor- 
tation of friendly aliensin time of peace. 
I repeat the statement that, in no 
other instance has the deportation of 
friendly aliens been advocated as a 
lawful measure by any department of 
our Government, and it will surprise 
most people to learn that any such dan- 
gerous and despotic power lies in 
our Government, which will author- 
ize it to expel at pleasure, 
in times of peace, whole bodies of 
friendly foreigners of any country dom- 
iciled herein by its permission. Is it 
possible that Congress can, at its pleas- 
ure, expel at any time Irish, German, 


French and Epglish people who 
may have taken up their resi- 
dence here on an invitation of 


the Government, in disregard of the 
guarantees of legislation, simply on the 
ground that they have not been nat- 
uralized? The moment any human be- 
ing comes within the consent of the 
Government—and such consent will 
always be implied when not purposely 
withheld—he becomes- subject to all 


its laws and amenable to _ its 
punishment and _ entitled to _ its 
protection. Aroitrary and despotic 


authority can no more be exercised 
over them, with reference to persons 
and property, than over the persons 
and property of native-born citizens. 
They differ only from citizens in that 
respect that they cannot vote or hold 
any public oflices. As men, having our 


common humanity, they are _ pro- 
tected by all the guarantees of the 
Constitution. To hold that they 
are subject to amy different laws 


or are less protected in any particular 
is, in my judgment, against the teach- 
ings of our history, the practice of our 
Government, and the Janguage of our 
legislation. I utterly dissent from and 
reject the doctrine and opinion of the 
majority, that Congress might have di- 
rected any Chinese laborer found within 
the United States. without a certifi- 
cate of residence, to be removed out of 
the country without a judicialtrial or 
examination, just as it might authorize 
such officers absolutely to prevent their 
entrance into the country. It would be 
brutal and oppressive. The existence 
of the power thus stated is only consist- 
ent with the admission that the Gov- 
ernmentis one Of unlimited and des- 
potic power, as far as aliens domiciled 
in this country are concerned. I ut- 
terly repudiate all such notions and re- 
ply that brutality, inhumanity or 
cruelty are not elements in any pro- 
cedure for the enforcement of any laws 
of the United States. The punishment. 
is beyond reason in its severity. It is 
out of all proportion to the alleged 
offense. It is cruel.and pnusual. I 
will not pursue the. subject further. 1 
cannot but regard the decision as a 
blow against constitutional liberty 
when it declares. that Congress has a 
right to disregard the guarantees of 
the Constitution intended for the pro- 
tection ot. all men Gomiciled in the

BROKEN 


Lednard’s Creditors a 


Secret Session.

A Colorado Wanker Makes an Assign-

San Jose, May 15.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.} A meeting of the cred- 
itors of H. M. Leonard, vice-president 
of the collapsed Bank of Santa Clara 
County, was held at the Courthouse 
this morning, and remained in secret 
session until noon, when it adjourned. 
Each creditor the Sheriff and other in- 
terested persons approached after the 
meeting, absolutely refused to say 
what was done. The answer to all of 
the interrogatives was: ‘‘We have 
taken a solemn pledge of secrecy, and I 
cannot speak of what was done in the 
mecting.”’ 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
discuss the advisability of disposing of 
83000 shares of miscellaneous mining 
stocks and fifty tons of hay, which 
Leonard gave in as his assets. It is ru- 
mored that since the closing of the 
bank some of the brokers who were 
acting for Leonard have disposed of the 
stock, and that this statement caused a 
big’ row inthe meeting this morning.

New York, May 15.—{By the Assock 
ated Press.| Amidst a deep and op- 
pressive silence Diablo, the aged son of 
FEolus and Grace Darling, won the rich 
Brooklyn handicap at Gravesend this 
afternoon inthe presence of 30,000, 
people. Lamplighter, the favorite, 
who went to the post carrying a ton of 
money, was second and Leonawell 
third. The winner's time was 2:09, 
and was made fractionally, as followss 
Quarter, 25'¢; half, 51; three-quarters, 
1:16; the mile, 1:42',; mile and ones 
quarter, 2:09. 

Diablo was regarded as being in the 
first flight in his two and three-year-old 
form, but after the thifd year his legs 
became shaky. Since then he has been 
regasded simply asa _ high-cidss selling 
plater, likely to break down perma- 
nently in any race. His wonderful ime 
provement in form today was, theres 
fore, stunning in its effect. 

The Brooklyn Handicap run today 
was the seventhinthe history of the 
event, and Was guaranteed tobe worth 
$25,000. Of this the winner gets 
$18,000; second, $5000; third, 

2000. Theday was bright and fair. 
The betting ring presented before the 
handicap was run a wild and boisterous 
scene. The jam was something awful. 
It was just a minute past 4 when the 
horses were summoned from the pade 
dock. They wére all warmly received, 
but Lamplighter had a regular ovation, 
showing where the hopes and dollars of 
the public were. 

The orderin which the horses fine 
ished, their weights, jockeys and the 
close of the betting is as follows: 
Diablo, 112 pounds (Taral,) 30 to I;

California's Editors Arrive at the Fair, 
Procute “Passes’’ and View the 
Wonders—World's Fair 
Notes.

Caicaco, Mav 15.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.{| In the Memorial Art 
Palace on the lake front, this morning, 
President C. C. Bonney of the World’s 
Congress Auxiliary of the World's Fair, 
delivered an address formally opening 
the great series of gatherings that will 
continue until the World's Fair is at an 
end, and will deal with nearly every 
question of general interest to buman- 
ity. The first week has been allotted 
so women and their work, and the 
congress was opened this morning with 
an address of welcome by Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, president of the woman's 
branch of the auxiliary. Mrs. Palmer 
received a great ovation, and, in a 
clear voice, welcomed the first great 
congress of women known to history. 

Mrs. Henrotin, the first vice-presi- 
dent, made a graceful address, in the 
course of which she said: ‘*Women 
are weary of bearing sons to be shot 
down, and the wars of old will soon 
give way to arbitration and peace. 
Women have a broader field, a greater 
chance, and know how to improve 
them.*’ Mrs. Henrotin enumerated 
the parts to be played by women in the 
coming congress, and expected her 
hearers to be awake to their opportun- 
ity, and not shrink from the opening of 
possibilities or cling to the shadows of 
the past. 

Mrs. May Wright Sewall, chairman 
of the Committee on Arrangements, 
spoke of the vast scope of the congress, 
saying that notable, indeed, was the 
fact that onthe list of the Advisory 
Committee were the names of the rep- 
resentatives of an Indian and a negro. 
Glad also were they to meet represent: 
atives of that old faith—the Jewish— 
who would tell how the women ct that 
faith think and feel. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Sewall’s ad- 
adress, Clara Barton, president of the 
Red Cross Society, was invited to the 
platform. - Lady Aberdeen was then in- 
troduced and made a brief, felicitous 
speech about woman and her work. 
Then Mrs. Albert Barker of England 
recited, with splendid elocutionary ef- 
fect, Edna Dean Proctor’s ode to ‘‘Co- 
lumbia’s Emblem."’ 

A recess was then taken until even- 
ing, at which session addresses were 
made by Mrs. Florence Fenwick Millerof 
England, Baroness ‘Chorburg of Swe- 
den, Mrs. Callirhoe Parren of Greece, 
Mrs. Josefa Zeman of Bohemia, Mrs.

country with the consent of the Gov- 
ernment in their rights of property. I 
am of the opinion that the order of the 
court below should be reversed and the 
petitioners be discharged.’’ 

MOTION FOR A REUPARING. . 
‘In his dissenting opinion, Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller denied the soundness of the 
proposition that the cases before the 
court were such as the political depart- 
ment of the Government alone could 
deal with, and said that it was, in 
his view, a judicial question, and that 
however reluctant the court may be to 
pass upon the constitutionality of legis- 
lative acts, it is the very essence of ju- 
dicial duty to do so when the discharge 
of that duty is properly imposed upon 
it. He entertained no doubt that the 
provisions of the fifth and fourteenth 
amendments were universal in their ap- 
plication, and that while the General 
Government is invested, as tar as for- 
eign countries are concerned, with all 
the powers necessary to thé mainte- 
nance of its absolute independence and 
security, it could not, in virtue of sup- 
posed inherent sovereignty, deal with 
persons lawfully and peacefully within 
itsdomain. The act -before the court 
is not an act to abrogate or repeal the 
treaty, nor to expel Chinamen lawfully 
hre, and no such intent can be im- 
puted to Congress. Its object isto pre- 
scribe a method of registration, and de- 
portation as a punishment, which is, in 
his view, an unusual punishment, and 
is not authorized by the Constitution. 
CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER. 

After the court concluded the an- 
nouncement of its opinion, Mr. Ashton, 
of the counsel for the Chinese, moved a 
rehearing and argument before a full 
bench at the nextterm. At present the 
court stands five to three in support of 
the law, Justice Harlan being absent. 
The court took the motion under ad- 
visement, the effect of which is to post- 
pone the proceedings under the judg- 
ment announced today. | 


ENFORCEMENT OF THE LAW. 


Former Orders to Officers are Still In 
force. 

Wasuincton, May 15.—[Bythe Asso- 
ciated Press.] No orders had is- 
sued at the Treasury Department at the 
close of business today as to deporting 
Chinese under the Geary act. The in- 
structions under which the collectors of 
internal revenue and United States 
marshals are now operating direct 
them to make no arrests of unregistered 
Chinese until further orders. These 
orders may be given tomorrow, after / 
the Cabinet meeting, ordeferred for a 
longer period. Secretary Carlisle, 
soon after he heard of the decision 
of the Supreme Court, went to the 
Executive Mansion, and hada confer- 
ence with the President on the subject. 
He remained for an hour or more. 
Atty.-Gen. Olney said that until the 
line of action to be pursued by our Gov- 
ernment is mapped out he could say 
nothing on the subject, except that the 
Department of Justice had no money 
available for deporting Chinese. A 
conservative estimate places the amount 
necessary to deport the unregistered 
Chinese at $6,000,000, with only 
$16,806 available for the purpose. 
Intimations are heard that Congress 
may be convened to consider the mat- 
ter. 

The suggestion is made in official cir- 
cles here that Chinese unregistered 
may now go tothe courts and ask to be 
allowed to register and remain in this 
country. In any view of the case the 
treasury officers expect to experience a 
great difficulty in carrying out the 
mandates of the law—that the Chinese 
must go. They look to the Cabinet to 
solve the problem at the meeting to- 
morrow. 

At the Chinese Legation the Chinese 
Minister courteously declined to ex- 
press any opinion upon the decision of 
the court or give any intimation as to 
the course his government might deem 
proper to adopt under the circum- 
stances. He especially declined to say 
anything uponthe alleged retaliatory 
policy of ordering the expulsion of 
Americans from China referred to in a 
San Francisco dispatch this morning. 

Mr. May, counsellor to the Chinese 
Legation, said that the contest against 
the law will doubtless be transferred to 
Congress when it meets in the fall. 
Under present conditions it will be 
impossible for the officials to execute 
the law literally, because there is prac- 
tically no money .with which to carry 
its provisions into effect. Mr. May 
called attention tothe fact that when 
an effort was made to secure the inser- 
tion of an item for $500,000 in the Ap- 
propriation Bill for the purpose of en- 
abling the executive authorities to 
carry. out the provisions of the law, 
Holman antagonized and defeated it. 
The consequence was that Congress 
appropriated only $50,000, the sum 
heretofore annually provided with 
which to deport Chinese who might an- 
lawfully secure entrance into the United 
States and be detected. “iH is an un- 
fortunate and deplorable condition of 
affairs."’ he said, ‘‘which threatens the 
existence of the peaceful and peaceable 
relations of China and the United States 
and leaves hundreds of natives in each 
country inthe territory of the other, 
and actically hostages for each 
other.”’ 


EXCITED CHINAMEN. 


News of the Court's Action Creates a Stir 
in San Francisco. 

San Francisco, May 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The news that the Sna- 
preme Court had sustained the decision 
of the New York courts favoring. the 
constitutionality of the Chinese Exclu- 
sion Act reached here shortly after 11 
o'clock and immediately reached China- 
town, where it created great excite- 
ment among the Celestials, who 
gathered in groups about their bulletin 
boards and jabbered in the most ex- 
cited manner. The Chinese Vice-Con- 
sul was seen by a representative of the 
Associated Press, to whom he said: 
“You are the first to bring me the 
bad news. Ilhave little to say asto how 
the final decision of the Supreme Court 
will be taken by the Chinese in the 
United States. Ido not think that the 
provisions of the law will be carried 
out right away, as this will necessitate 
a great expense, for which noappropri- 
ation has been made. It will be a great 
blow to business in Chinatown. As to 
what the Chinese government may do 
in the matter I have still less to say. 
The treaty between China and the 
United States has been broken by the 
Government in Washington, and is no 
longer a contract. The treaty will not 
have any effect uponthe Chinese gov- 
ernment in what they may see fit to do 
regarding Americans in China.” 

Lyman Mowry, attorney for the Chi- 
nese Six Companies here, was seen. 
He Said: ‘‘l predicted that the Geary 
law would be found constitutional, and 
that is why I .was. not employed to 
fight the case in Washington, I think 
the law outrageously unjust. It will 
cost $10,000,000 to deport the Chi- 
nese, and [I think that no immediate 
action will be tdken. The President 


will probably defer acting on the mat- 
ter until Congress convenes, when the 
law will doubtless be repealed.’’ 

The news of the decision ea the Geary 


law created no excitement here outside | 
of Chinatown. The evening papers 
made no large sales or extra editions. 

Dr. C. C. O'Donnell and Denis Kear- 
ney took occasion to mount a wagon 
near the Stock Exchange at the noon 
hour. Kearney said that at last the 
sand lot was on top, after fifteen years 
of ridicnie, and that the Chinese must 
go. He spoke to small crowds and 
no enthusiasm was evinced. 

A mass-meeting was held here to- 
night to celebrate the delivery of the 
Chinese decisions. It was addressed by 
the anti-Chinese agitators, Dr. O’Don- 
neland Denis Kearney, but was not 
very enthusiastic. It was decided to 
hold a formal procession on Saturday 
night. 


GEARY'S OPINION. 


Santa Rosa's Congressman Talks About 
the’Law. 

Santa Rosi, May 15.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Citizens of Santa Rosa 
are holding a _ celebration tonight in 
honor of the Supreme Court decision 
sustaining the constitutionality of the 
Geary Chinese Law. Huge bonfires are 
blazing in the streets, fireworks illumi- 
nate the heavens and cannops are being 
fired. 

Congressman Geary, whose home is 
in Santa Rosa, was interviewed by an 
Associated Press reporter, and said that 
he does not think it will cost.a very 
great sum of money to enforce the law, 
and that it would be unreasonable to 
think that the Government will be 
deterred from executing the law be- 
cause of the expense that will be in- 


curred in so doing. He said that 
owing to the time required in 
deciding each individual case, and 
the belief that Chinamen_ can 


be deported for about $15 per head, the 
$50,000 leftin the treasury for that 
purpose will be sufficient to meet ex- 
penses until Congress mects. He also 
stated in that his opinion when the 


Chinese see’ that the Government 
means to enforce the laws that will 
voluntarily leave for Cuba, Brazil and 


other countries, rather than remain 
here and incur the risk and trouble of 
being sent back to China. He thinks 
that the highbinders and other criminals 
will be the first to be tried under the 
act. The Congressman said that the 
Chinese have nobody to blame but 
themselves for not complying with the 
law, and that any hardship resulting 
is a just penalty for violating it. 


A TOUGH JOB. 


The Large Number of Chinamen Liable to 
Arrest. 

New York, May 15.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] The Government officials 
in this city declare that if they are 
ordered to arrest all the Chinamen 
here who have not registered under the 
Geary act that it will take a small 
army to gatherthemin. Not one Chi- 
naman intwenty has registered, and it 
is believed that this estimate’ will hold 
good as regards other States of the 
Union. 

l'ravelers who have recently arrived 
from China say that there is much feel- 
ing regarding the Geary law’s pro- 
visions, and that if the United States 
Government enforces the law the Chi- 
nese will retaliate by deporting all 
Americans in China, 


NEWSPAPER COMMENT. 


Eastern Journals Discuss the Supreme 
Court's Decision. 

St. Lovis, May 15.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Globe Democrat will, 
inthe morning, say editorially of the 
decision inthe Geary law: ‘‘The case 
is fully settled and China must abide 
the consequences. It is probable 
that she will adopt a policy of 
retaliation and expel all Amesicans 
from her territory. There will proba- 
bly be a mutual withdrawal of diplo- 
matic representatives, anda practical 
suspension of commerciai intercourse. 
It is feared by some that war may aiso 
ensue. 

News from that quarter, therefore, 
will be awaited with considerable inter- 
est. There is a material case for serious 
trouble, should the Emperor of China 
decide to take the risk, and it remains 
to be seen what course he will choose.’’ 

Cincinnati, May 15.—The Enquirer 
tomorrow willsay, apropos of the Chi- 
nese. deportation decision by the Su- 


preme Court: ‘‘How are we to de- 
port them? Neither money nor 
ships have been fnrnished. We 
might get up “riot and _ «kill 


them, but the reaction from that is un- 
pleasant, and what is to become of that 
great Chinese trade which this coun- 


trv expended so money 
and so much intellect to  estab- 
lish? Where are the subsidies to the 


Pacific Mail? What shall be done with 
the transcontinental traffic of our Pa- 
cific roads’? Shall it all goto Canada?”’ 

Cuicaco, May 15.—The Record says: 
“The requirement of the Geary law 
put upon foreign-born citizens of this 


country would be intolerable. Put 
upon the people who have no 
designs upon citizenship, they are 
certainly no hardship. If Chinese 
exclusion -is to obtain, some such 
system as_ that prescribed by the 
yeary iaw is necessary. With thoun- 


sands of miles of border virtually un- 
protected, these immigrants may pour 
in, and, when once scattered among 
their own countrymen, detection is im- 
possible, except by the absence of pa- 
pers of identification.”’ 

The Inter Ocean says: ‘It is clearly 
the duty of President Cleveland to is- 
sue another order.to the effect that the 
validity of the act having been sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court, its en- 
forcement should follow asa matter of 
course. He had no righttosuspendit.’” 


IN THE CITY. 


No Particalar Excitement Among 
Heathens—Wong Chee's Statement. 

The news of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in declaring the. Geary 
Chinese Exclusion Act constitutional 
was received last night in the city with 
a great deal of interest, and much spec- 
ulation was indulged in as to what 
would be the probable outcome in case 
an attempt was made to enforce the 
measure. 

Deputy Internal Revenue Collector 
Eugene Maxwell was seen during the 
afternoon, and when asked as to what 
measures he would:take, if any, replied 
that he would do nothing until instruc- 
tions were réceived. Collector Quinn, 
at San Francisco, he said, had tele- 
graphed him to await orders, and this 
he would do. 

The decision created no particular 
excitement among the local Celestials. 
Wong Chee, the representative of the 
Six Companies, when seen by a Times 
reporter, said that there were no new 
developments in the matter.’ He was 
expecting to receive advices by tele- 
graph or letter either last night or this 
morning. The Chinamen, as a whole, 
do not appear to be worried in the least 
over. the matter, and are confident that 
their leaders will look after their 
interests.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Progress on San Diego’s New 
Railroad Scheme. 


Everything is in Sight but the Nec- 
essary Money. 


The Growth of Electric Railways in 
This Country. 


The New Seaboard Rates—The Invention 
ofa Traingram—General, Local 
and Personal Rallroad 
Notes, . 


_The San Diego Union of Sunday 
quotes H. G. Merrill, secretary of the 
new railroad company formed in that 
city, as saying: | 


The very liberal subscriptions thus far to 
the stock are very encouraging for the 
early completion of this independent and 
direct line to a transcontinental connec- 
tion. Weshallstart our surveyor out to- 
morrow or Tuesday, if possible. Mr. San- 
ford, our engineer, will not reach the city 
in time to complete his arrangements so as 
to start on the work Monday. But no time 
will be lost you may rest-+assured. The in- 
structions are to continue the survey until 
a meeting point is made with the surveying 
corps now workihg from Phoenix in this 
direction, and to prosecute the work vigor- 
ousiy. This will be done by both parties. 

I can say, also, thatit is our intention 
tocommence the work of grading imme- 
Giately after the line is determined after 
the survey east of National City, possibly 
inside of two weeks,.and this work, when 
commenced, will also be pushed until the 
Phoenix graders are met. Track-laying 
will tollow on the heels of the graders. 

As to means, no difficulty will be expe- 
rienced in securing all the money neces- 


‘sary to fully equip and construct the line 


when we have accomplished certain things. 
These certain things are, a surveyed route 
to Phoeniz with a secured right-of-way the 
entire distance, with terminals acquired at 
Phenix and this city, depot and yard privi- 
leges at intermediate points, and the grad- 
ing commenced at both ends. Itis within 
the ‘means of the citizens of San Diego and 
Pheonix to do this, the carrying through of 
which means a direct and independent line.

What would be the result 
if that were done’ You would geta few 
more miles of railrodd, but you would stiil 
be under the domination of the railway 
systems which the entire State of Califor- 
nia is groaning under today. Ihonestly be- 
lieve, however, that there is no person in this 


city who would be guilty of even advocating | 


such a suicidal policy. A little over three 
hundred miles to freedom and independ- 
ence! Those two words mean millions ot 
money in our pockets at the expenditure of 
only a few thousands. Cannot your read- 
ne grasp the situation without further 
talk? 

THE CRAZE FOR ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 

Some of the State legislatures are 
committing a grievous mistake in 
granting charters indiscriminately to 
inter-urban electric railways, and giv- 
ing them the free run of the public 
highways, and this without requiring 
them to pay any franchise tax for the 
privileges thus liberally bestowed, says 
Franklin L. Pope in the Engineering 
Magazine. Thisis a policy which no 
State can afford to pursue, and one 
which is sure to ultimately result in 
widespread disaster. While most ofthe 
local horse railroads which have been 
converted into electric roads have 
proved very profitable investments, it 
does not necessarily follow that tracks 
can be put down on every cross-country 
road and made to become bonanzas for 
the bondholders merely because they 
are operated byelectricity. It has by 
no means been satisfactorily demon- 
strated that for distances of five to ten 
miles, where hourly or half hourly trips 
of asmall car are all that the traffic re- 
quires, electricity possesses any econom- 
ical advantage over steam or even horse- 
power. The prevailing craze for cover- 
ing the rural districts with a network 
ot electric railways is evidently being 
assiduously fostered by the manufac- 
turers of electric apparatus in order to 
enlarge the market for their wares, 
and so long as the public can be induced 
to purchase and pay for the bonds issued 
to pay for these projects, enterprise 
and prosperity will doubtless continue 
to go handinhand. ‘The American 
public,’? as the astute Mr. Gould once 
remarked, ‘‘are fond of bonds.”’ 

COLORADO RATES ADJUSTED. 

Cuicaco, "May 15.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The long standing differ- 
ences between the Colorado Midland 
and the Denver and Rio Grande have 
been finally settled, and the rates in 
Colorado will be restored in a few days. 
The matter of running one or two trains 
each way every day will be left to each 
road todo as it pleases about, and all 
other matiers not bearing strictly upon 
the points at issue will be left to the 
presidents of the different roads.

SIGNALS DISREGARDED: 


Four Unfortunate Men Lose Their 
, Lives in Lake Michigan. 


The Efforts Made by the Iil-fated Sallors 
to Obtain Assistance from the 
Shore Were Utterly 
Disregarded.

CHicaGo, May 15.—(|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Four lives were lost in 
Lake Michigan, off Lake Bluff, on Sat- 
urday, apparently through the negli- 
gence of people on shore. A lady walk- 
ing on the beach on Friday afternoon 
sawa small sailing vessel some dis- 
tance out flying signals of distress. 
Through a glass she.could see four men 
on board. She reported the matter to 
laborers at the camp-meeting grouuds 
near by, but they laughed at her story. 
For some accountable reason nobody 
thought anything more of the matter 
until Saturday afternoon, when some 
boys, who had been watching the craft 
from the shore, reported that they saw 
it give a lurch and that everything dis- 
appeared but the topmast. Then in- 
terest was taken in the matter, and 
some men went out in a boat. They 
found the body of John Larsen lashed 
to the mast, but the others had floated 
away. 

An investigation revealed the fact 
that Larsen, Charles Landberg, Peter 
Johnson and John Swansen started from 
Waukegan for Chicago on Friday morn- 
ing, intending to sell the yacht when 
they reached here. The craft was in 
bad condition and became unmanage- 
able in a high wind, and the unfortu- 
nate men found graves in the lake.

Some of the 
foremost journalists of Europe and 
America contributed special articles to 
the number. But it is a serious ques- 
tion whether such mammoth papers do 
not transcend the legitimate field of 
journalism. They contain too much 
matter for anybody to wade through 
even in the most cursory manner, and 
the outcome isthat the overgrown pa- 
per is a frightful waste of good mate- 
rial. 


*CorN Meat’? Murray is in Washing- 
ton now, and he makes a very encour- 


aging report of his labors in northern } 


Europe. He gave one of his famous 
banquets at Copenhagen. All of the 
dishes were vrepared of Indian corn, 
and in addition, Mr. Murphy introduced 
upon the table fruits and wines from 
the United States. The banquet ex- 
cited wide inquiry in Denmark, and 
even emmissaries from Iceland talked 
with the Colonel about the feasibility 
of using corn as a food in that country. 
Corn cannot be raised in the northern 
countries of Europe, and it is especially 
suited to the needs of people who live 
' in coal climates. Col. Murphy has been 
doing good work for American farmers. 


Ir is reported that when Congress- 
man Caminettiwaited upon J. Sterling 
Morton, the Secretary of Agriculture, 
and asked that a special commissioner 
of the department be appointed to in- 
vestigate the insect pests of California, 
the Secretary bluffed him in a grand 
and lofty style. Evidently Mr. Merton 
has a very inadequate understanding of 
the importance of the subject and of the 
functions of his department. Former 
administrations have interested them- 
selves thoroughly in California horti- 
culture. They have even arranged to 
send a commissioner to Australia to 
look up predaceous insects for us and 
placed an expert in our vineyards to 
find out about the mysterious vine dis- 
ease. If Mr. Caminetti 
to the head of the Entomological 
Department first he would have 
met with readier appreciation and 
probably more encouragement. Mor- 
ton’s agricultural education has been 
acquired ou the prairies of the 
Northwest, and he probably knows and 
cares very little about. horticulture. 
His forte is the cottonwood tree of the 
classic Kaw. 


Tae decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States that the Geary 
law is constitutional comes in the na- 
ture of an agreeable surprise to the 
people of the Pacific Coast. Judging 
from the gossip of Eastern correspond- 
ents, we had made up our minds that 
the outcome would be quite opposite. 
Mr. Cleveland's administration will 
now find itself in a‘serious quandary. 
The time when the Chinese might have 
registered—May 5—has slipped by. and 
out of the one hundred thousand or so 
in this country probably not more than 
four or five thousand have registered. 
The rest cannot register now if they 
Wapt to, and it becomes the duty of the 
administration to begin at once the 
herculean task of deporting them tp 
the Flowery Kingdom. But where is 
the money tocome from to pay their 
passage’ Congress has provided no 
fund for this purpose. If the subject 
for deportation refuses to pay his fare 
or is too poor to pay it, what are tle 
officers to do? The last stage of this 
mixed-up business seems,.to be even 
worse than the first. It is even possi- 
ble that Congress at its next session 
- may consider the question of repealing 
the law.

Engineering Training—Faclilitics to 
Be Afforded by the Proposed 
Mining School. 

Or May 5 Tae Times referred edito- 
rially to the necessity existing in this 
section of our State for an advanced 
school of mining and engineering, giv- 
ing the general plan of its work and the 
scope of itscourses of instraction. That 
the project may be placed before the 
mining public ina more detailed and 
definite manner, a course of study has 
been outlined and is here given in the 
order which the experience of the most 
successful mining schools has proved to 
be the proper’sequence. No oneof the 
branches given canbe omitted from 
the curriculum without leaving an un- 
bridgable gap between those preced- 
ing and following it. A course of 
scientific instruction must be built up 
like a fortress; we “may place architec- 
tural embellishments in its walls if we 
so choose, but they must be built upon 
a solid foundation and must be impreg- 
nable from every direction from which 
opposition can come. A __ scientific 
school must-be thorough above all other 
characteristics; engineering courses 
cannot be beneficially given to a _ stu- 
dent who does not feel himself sound on 
the mathematical, chemical and phys- 
ical knowledge which form their basis 
the metallurgist and intelligent assayer 
can dispense with arithmetic more 
easily than with chemistry; the mining 
engineer who knows nothing of geology 
is about as efficient as a navigator with- 
out chart, sextant or binnacle. 

The courses should be given in the 
following order: First, mathematics; 
second, the natural sciences; third, 
technology, involving the use of the 
first two; fourth, engincering, to which 
allthree are preparatory. Under the 
head of mathematics should be included 
trigonometry, analytical geometry, the 
most practically useful portions of dif- 
ferential and integral calculus and 
analytical mechanics. No student 
should attempt any advanced work re- 
quiring the use of mathematics until 
thorough drill has made him able to nse 
his knowledge readily in the solution 
of practical problems: a mere famil- 
iarity with the theories is not sufficient. 
Under ‘Natural Science” would be in- 
cluded the theory of inorganic chem- 
istry; physics, particularly that portion 
relating to the phenomena of heat and 
electricity and the methods used in their 
measurement; geology lectures and 
field practice and practical skill in de- 
termining minerals. The heading 
‘“‘technology’’ would embrace practical 
instruction in special branches of ap- 
plied science most useful in mining 
work, such as field, railroad and mine 


surveying,, thee fire assay of gold, 
silver, mercury, lead, antimony, 
nickel, cobalt and coal; qualitative 


and quantitative chemical analysis, 
with special practice in the more rapid 
methods used in metallurgical work; 
the metallurgy of gold, silver, mercury, 
copper, lead and nickel; lecture in- 
struction and laboratory practice in 
ore dressing and mill work 


in an 
experimental mill; the art of open- 
ing and working mines and their 


business management. This last branch 
of instruction isa very important one, 
which could best be given by an actively 
engaged mine manager; sound business 
management determines the success or 
failure of mining enterprises as it does 
of others; no good mining engineer 
ever loses sight of the fact that mining 
is carried on with a view to profit. 
Under ‘“engineering’’ would be 
grouped courses in properties and use 
of constructive materials; hydrody- 
namics, or the science of distributing 
and utilizing water; the principles of 
steam; hydraulic and electric motive 


' machinery, and the principles of bridge 
These. compre- }- 


and roof construction. 
hended, the student would be ready to 
benefit by a course in machine design, 
with special reference to mining and 
metallurgical machinery, such as hoist- 
ing, pumping and milling machinery. 
This course should be supplemented by a 
period of practice in some active ma- 
chine works, preferably taken during 
vacation, and by excursions to mining 
works in operation. 

If the student has diligently applied 
himself, with the aid of energetic, up- 
to-date instructors, to the studies above 
given, he isin a position to make the 
most of any opportunity; his. future in 
his chosen profession will depend upon 
personal qualities; but even should he 
have to interrupt his course he would 
be able to make the fullest use of what 
knowledge he did acquire, and, per- 
haps, ultimately complete -his training 
outside of the school. The course out- 
lined would best occwpy three years: 


this would give ample time for assimi- 


lation on the part of the student. a 
feature which a great many schools 
overlook; it would also give opportunity 
for abimirea amount of outside study, 
such as French or German, purposely 
omitted from the’ course here provis- 
ionally detailed, because-they can be 
readily acquired in after life. The suc- 
cess of the school will, as suggested by 
a prominent Los Angeles engineer, de- 
pend largely upon the efficiericy of its 
faculty; mext to this in importance 
comes its laboratory facilities, and in- 
Strumental equipmeaz, in the selection 
of which quantity sBould be sacrificed 


to quality.. To secuge these will re. 
quire liberal and relfable financia! sup- 


port; all are essentials for a thorough 
and progressive school, and hone other 


could be useful here.

An Order That None Must Be 
Away. 
(Chicago Herald, May 10.j 

Chief Samuels, who was allowed by 
the management to drop floriculture 
and devote his whole time to horticult- 
ure, has the fruit men hopping mad. 
He issued an order compelling the 
guards to notify all exhibitors with 
sample apples and oranges that they 
werenot allowed to distribute them 
free. Aconcession had been sold al- 
lowing the peddling of fruit, and it was 
not fair to cut into the receipts by the 
use of free samples. 

The order was received by the Cali- 
fornia. Florida and Oregon commission- 
ers with derision and laughter. They 
came to the fair prepared expressly to 
prove the excellence of their States’ 
fruits by a generous eating of the pud- 
ding. Carloads of oranges were to be 
shipped at frequent intervals, and ap- 
ples gathered expressly for the purpose 
were kept with care for this occasion. 
They say they will ignore the new de- 
cree, and wonder what means will be 
taken to suppress their generosity. It 
Was suggested yesterday that all or- 
anges be registered in a ledger and 
checked up from day to day to see that 
none were missing. 

The guards, always anxious to assert 
authority, and ever watchful for a 
chance to arrest somebody, started out 
to enforce the rule. One Reuben en- 
deavored to make a visitor release 
three yellow pippins which the Oregon 
exhibitors had presented him. The vis- 
itor merely laughed at the young plow- 
boy, and dared him to-call the patrol.

Mr. Gaffey Finds Himself a 
Small Miuority. 


— 


The Proposed Change of the Police 
Commissioners Falls Through. 


Only Two Votes for the Removal of 
Bradish &And Bosbyshell. 


The Temple Street Cut Discussed at 
Length and the Protests Finally 
Denied—Salaries of Deputies 
Ralsed—Routine Business. 


Yesterday’s proceedings of the City 
Council were of somewhat more than 
usual interest. The motion to make va- 
cant the offices of two of the members 
of the Police Commission, although not 
entirely unexpected, was a surprise to 
several of the Councilmen and others. 
That the promoters. of the scheme had 
pot secured sufficient strength before 
hand was evident from the lack of sup- 
port accorded the» proposition. The 
Temple-street matter occupied nearly 
all of the afternoon session, and it was 
found necessary té hold an adjourned 
meeting this mortifhg in order to com- 
plete the week’s business. 

MORNING SESSION. 

At the morning’s session all of the 
members were present. 

After the reading: and approvalof the 
minutes the Mayor, as requested, re- 
turned without his.approval the demand 
of Len J. Thompson for $77 for insur- 
ance on the pest house, and the demand 
was then referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

The reports of the City Auditor and 
of the city justices wege received and 
filed. 

The report of the City Clerk, recom- 
mending that tax ‘sale certificate No. 
2565 be canceled, was adopted. 

he City Clerk’s feport recommended 
the passage of an ordinance grading 
and otherwise improving Washington 
street between Figueroa street and 
Central avenue. “Action postponed till 
afternoon. a 

The ordinances for work passed un- 
der suspension of the rules, after hav- 
ing been presented by the City Clerk, 
were forthe grading and curbing of 
Grand avenue between Fourth and 
Fifth «streets; for the improving of 
Providence street between Seventh and 
Ninth streets, and #6r sewering and 
otherwise improving of Iowa street be- 
tween Washington and Sixteenth 
streets. 

The manager of the Free Labor 
Bureau reported ninety-five applica- 
tions during the past week and ninety- 
two positions secured. Filed. 

The report of the Land Committee 
recommended that.aqnit claim deed be 
issued to A. Banning Gates on property 
in block 10 of Ord’s®Burvey. Also that 
a quit claim deed be issued to Thomas 
L. Duque in property, on block 14 of 
Ord’s survey. Adopted in both in- 
stances. 


SEWER BUSINESS. 

The Sewer Committee recommended 
that the City Engineer present an or- 
dinance of intention to construct a 
sewer on Witmer street. Adopted. 
Also that T. H. James, «T,.'W,. Gleason 
and George Carr: be; g@ppeinted as in- 
spectors on the outfall “sewer, they to 
commence work when their services 
are needed. 

Councilman Rhodes asked that the 
matter should not be passed upon until 
a conference could be held in regard to 


it. 

Councilman Nickell. said he.thought 
there was no need of going into a con- 
ference on the matter. Twoof the 
members ot the Sewer Committee had 
dropped men which they wished to 
have appointed for the sake of getting 
the best men that could be had. 

The report was finally adopted. 

Councilman Munson moved that the 
pay of Mr. Kobinet for imspecting ce- 
ment on the outfall sewer be raised to 
$4 per day. 

He explained tbat it was thought best 
to have the inspecting done at Ingle- 
wood, and, therefore, the inspector 
should recelve higher pay. Adopted.

Councilman Gaffey moved to amend 
the report making :he@™salaries $100 
per month. Adopted, 

The amended report then coming up 
Councilman Nickell said he knew what 
it was to raise the salary of one man in 
the City Hall. There were other men 
in the building whose services were 
almost indispensible who were getting 
only $90 per month. 

Councilmen. Strohm said that his 
reason for favoring the proposed raise 
was that the work in that department 
was constantly increasing so that the 
men had to work nights and Sundays. 

Councilman Rhodes said that he 
thought be was about the City Hail as 
much as most people, and he had not 
observed those gentlemen as being em- 
ployed very much during evenings. He 
had often seen them ont riding on Sun- 
days also.

Evergreen avenue, also to change grade 
of Michigan avenue where it intersects 
with Schuyler street. Adopted. 

Councilman Innes moved that the 
City Attorney be instructed to draw an 
ordinance to prevent the burial of 
bodids in the city and other cemeteries 
in the neighborhood of the High school. 
Carried. 

Councilman Nickell moved that the 
Los Angeles Cable Railway Company be 
notified to lower its tracks to the offi- 
cial grade of the street on Mission road 
north of the East Side Park. Carried. 

President Teed moved that the elec- 
tric railway company be notified to 
gravel the streets flush with its rails. 
Carried. 

Councilman MunSon moved that the 
Street Superintendent employ William 
L. Riley to make improvements on 
Pear! street, near Fifth, atan expense 
of $538. Carried. 

THE POLICE COMMISSION MATTER. 

Councilman Gaffey moved that, 
whereas, by the provisions of section 91, 
article 9, of the charter of the city of 
Los Angeles, it is provided that the 
Mayor and four citizens to be appointed 
by the Council, (not more than two of 
them shall be members of the same po- 
litical party, and who shall serve with- 
out compensation) shall constitute a 
Board” of Police Commissioners of the 
cits, and, whereas, the present police 
commission, as now organized, does not 
meet the spirit and requirements of 
said charter of the city of Los Angeles, 
therefore, be it resolved by the Council 
of the city of Los Angeles that E. C. 
Bosbyshell and A. J. Bradish, police 
commissioners of the city of Los An- 
geles, be and are hereby removed as 
such police commissioners of said city, 
and their respective offices in said police 
commission are declared vacant, and 
that William Pridham and Fred Hark- 
ness are hereby appointed to the posi- 
tions thus made vacant. . 

Of course there were indications of sur- 
prise and after a moment’s pause Presi- 
dent Teed (Councilman Strohm wasin 
the chair) raised a point of order that 
the motion, in its present form, could 
not be entertained because it contained 
two provisions, one removing certain 
officials and another making appoint- 
ments. 

The latter part of the motion was, 
therefore, separated from the former, 
which was seconded by Councilman 
Pessell. 

Councilman Gaffey saidin explanation 
that the charter of the city provides 
that the commission shall be so organ- 
ized that the party that has elected the 
Mayor shall have the balance of,power 
in that body. He had nothing to say 
against Mr. Bosbyshell and Mr. Brad- 
ish, but th¢@ Democratic party would 
be held responsible for the acts of the 
commission, and he believed that Mr. 
Pridham and Mr. Harkness would rep- 
resent the Democratic party to its sat- 
isfaction. 

Councilman Rhodes said he did not 
understand. that it was necessary to 
have two Republicans andtwo Demo- 
crats on the commission. He thought 
that there could be two men from the 
People’s party, if it were so desired. 

Councilman Nickell said that he sup- 
posed the political complexion of this 
Council was the same as when it was 
organized, and that it stood five Repub- 
licans to four Democrats. He was a 
Democrat, and had been one since as a 
boy he cast his first vote. He believed 
himself to be just as good a Democrat 
as anybody. He was in favor of the 
metropolitan system of police organiza- 
tion. He thought that politics should 
not be dragged into the force. 

After some further discussion Coun- 
cilman Campbell moved to postpone in- 
definitely 2nd Councilman Munson sec- 
onded. Councilman Munson _ then 
moved to lay on thetable, and Presi- 
dent Teed seconded, whereupon Camp- 
bell withdrew the motion first made. 

The vote laying the motion on the 
Ayes, Camp- 
bell, Rhodes, Munson, Strohm, Innes, 
Nickell and President Teed—7; nays, 
Gaffey and Pessell—2. The motion was 
therefore declared tabled, 

MORE MOTIONS, 

Councilman Gaffey moved that the 
Street Superintendent have removed 
the unusued street car switch on Ar- 
cadia street between Los Angeles and 
Main streets. Carried. 

Councilman Pessell moved that the 
Street Superintendent grade Eleventh 
and Twelfth streets to conform with 
their intersection with Los Angeles 
streets. Carried. 

Councilman Innes moved that the 
City Clerk advertise for bids to grade 
Montreai street from Bellevue avenue 
toa point ninety feet south of Boston 
street. Carried. 

An ordinance for sidewalking a por- 
tion of Olive street was passed under 
suspension of the rules. 

Councilman Gaffey spoke about the 
Superintendent of Streets having been 
directed several weeks ago to report to 
the Council in reference to the unused 
street car tracks in the city, and wanted 
to know why that official had not done 
as instructed. . 

The Street Superintendent was called 
in, and, on being questioned, said that 
he had given the report \to- one of his 
deputies and had snpposed that it had 
been presented. It was finally ar- 
ranged that it should be handed in at 
the afternoon session. ‘ 

The Council then adjourned for noon 
recess. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The first thing taken up at the after- 
noon session was the hearing of pro- 
tests on the opening of Eighth street, 
which hearing, on -motion of Council- 
man Rhodes, was laid over till next 
Monday afternoon. 


The Temple street matter was then 


considered, and W. A. Cheney. Esq., 
was permitted to address the Council 
on behalf of the protestants, who 
claimed that the damages awarded 
were excessive. 

As anticipated, there were a large 

number of interested property-owners 
present, allof whom evinced much in- 
terest in the remarks made. 
_ arguing the matter Judge Cheney 
spoke at some length. He said that the 
amended declaration of intention to do 
the work as it at present stood was un- 
constitutional, and had been from’ its 
inception, The persons protesting rep- 
resented over two-thirds of the prop- 
erty interested. Not one of those who 
were here endeavoring to have the 
work done owned an inch of property 
fronting where the cut was proposed to 
be made. The law of 1893 in this mat- 
ter was retroactive. The estimated 
cost of the grading had been put too 
low, If the work were to be done as 
now asked for it was liftely that Tem- 
ple street would some of it be made to 
look like a hog pen. The damages 
awarded were excessive. 

8. G. Millard was the next to speak. 
He said he did not wish to instruct the 
Council as to what its legal rights were. 
That bodv had competent counsel to in- 
form it about that. He appeared 
merely as a property-owner of the 
northwest portion of the city. As for 
the excessive damages awarded, that 
he would not deny. As a _ business 
proposition, however, he believed that 
it was better for property-owners to 
pay damages somewhat too high rather 
than have the matter delayed for two 
or three years. 

E. E. Galbraith, in speaking on this 
matter, said, among other things, that 
he believed that the claim that the law 
of 1893 was retroactive, and there- 
fore would not affect this case, was a 
mistaken one. In proof of this, he 
quoted a legal authority to the effect 
that a law would apply to an action 
pending at the time when the law was 
passed. If the Council were now to 
dismiss the action, after having gone so 
far, it would stultify itself. He hoped 
that the Council would open the door, 
as it were, and give relief to the people 
of the afflicted locality. 

H. S. Rollins spoke in favor of the 
work, 
ux-Police Commissioner M. P. Sny- 
der said he was a real estate man, and 
believed he knew something about the 
values of property. Even if the dam- 
ages were excessive, yet the increased 
values in property would more than 
compensate for them. 

William T. Henry said that he be- 
lieved that to do the work would ¢dm- 
pel the owners of many of the lots 
west of the cut to doa quantity of fill- 
ing, else they wouid have their lands 
left below the grade. 

J. M. Davies said he was a property- 
owner, and hoped the proceedings in 
the matter would not be longer delayed. 
He was willing to remark again, as he 
had said several times before, that if 
the hill could not be cut down he, with 
others, would sell the land for what it 
would fetch and move elsewhere. 

Ex-Senator Cole said that perhaps 
‘most people did not realize the amount 
of travel which would naturally come 
into the city by way of Temple street. 
Besides this, there was no other ob- 
stuction throughout its length in the 
way of a heavy grade. 

Several other property-owners spoke 
on the same question, advancing about 
the same arguments as before presented. 
One of them remarked that if the Coun- 
cil could not have the cut made, then he 
thought that,the residents of the local- 
ity affected would secede from the mu- 
nicipality and start a city of their own, 
but Los‘Angeles folks would have to 
to get there. Another said 
it was not uncommon for people who 
tried to pass each other onthe hill to 
have their tongues knocked out. The 
gentleman failedto state what kind of 
tongues he referred to. c 

After some explanation on the part 
of the City Attorney the ordinance con- 
tinuing the proceedings under the new 
law was passed under suspension of the 
rules, and the matter was referred to 
the City Attorney and City Engineer, 
with instructions to present specifica- 
tions for the work at the meeting of the 
Council next Monday. 

The appeal of the contractors in the 
Second street paving matter was denied 
and the action of the Street Superin- 
tendent sustained. 

It being late, the Council then ad- 
journed till 10 o’clock this morning. 


A ROYAL “KICK.” 


Prince Roland Bonaparte Has a Tantrum 
ona Train. 
.o[St. Louis Repvublic.] 

Prince Roland Napoleon Bonaparte 
showed the petty temper and haughti- 
ness of royalty on his way to California 
last week. He pouted in a dining-car 
and refused to eat anything because the 
head waiter would not cancel all pre- 
vious orders and serve royalty first. 

It was at the station of Boone, near 
Pueblo, that the roval blood refused 
submission to the democratic social cus- 
toms which honor the rule, ‘‘first come, 
first served.’’ The story of the Prince's 
conduct comes to the Republic direct 
from a passenger who was on the cars 
atthetime. All had gone well on the 
journey up to Thursday morning. In 

iscussion with several passengers the 
Prince had gone so far as to say that 
he admired democracy, and that Amer- 
ican institutions, with a few slight 
modifications, would be ideal ones. 
Breakfast time brought achange. The 
royal party ordered breakfast, anc at 
once began to sputter and fume because 
it was not served forthwith, but other 
passengers — earlier birds than the 
French delegation—had ordered their 
breakfasts first, and they were in 
course of preparation when the royal 
contingent took the morning ablution. 

‘‘Where is our breakfast?’’ demanded 
Prince Roland, haughtily, several times 
until the superintendent of service was 
compelled tocry aloud: ‘First come, 
first served !’’ 
‘‘But we will not eat after anybody 
else, we must be served first!’’ de- 

manded the Prince, loudly seconded by 
his companions. It was then that the 
humble, unwashed, everyday, plebeian 
head-waiter got away up onthe twenty- 
second, sky-scraping story of his royal 
American ear and said to the Prince: 
‘‘You won'teat on this car ahead of 
my other passengers who ordered first, 
not by a good deal, sir! I don’t know 
what kind of bowing and scraping you 
are used to in your country, but you'll 
eat in your order here, or voucan go 
hungry !’’—or words to that effect. 
’Twas then that the royal lip was in- 
dented by roval teeth, and the royal 
mustache and the waxed ends thereof 
were chewed like tutti frutti until the 
Prince’s temper had left the regions of 
summer heat and gotin tune with the 
Colorado zeph¥rs which chased one 
another over Pike’s and other peaks.

The Crown of Scotland. 
{St. Louis Republic. ] 
A once precious diadem, which is now 


only an historical relic of much interest, is “— 


the ancient crown of the Scotch kings, 
kept inthe castle of Edinburgh. It is sup- 
posed to have been made by Robert Bruce, 
and is formed of two circles of gold, the 
upper and narrowest circlet being sur- 
mounted by a row of crosses and gem in- 
crusted imitation flowers. The lower ring, 
the head band proper, is adorned from end 
to end of the golden band with large 
preeious stones of different kinds, mostly 
in their rough, unpolished state. Above 
rises two arches of gold, which unite and 
are surmounted with the ‘historic cross 
and ball.’’ Even when the Stuarts became 
kings of England they went to the trouble 
of going to Scotland to seat themselves for 
a few moments upon the celebrated ‘Stone 
of Scone,’"’ andto have King Bruce's dia- 
dem pressed upon their royal heads. 
Charles I declared his’ intention of remov- 
ing Scotland’s famous relic to London so 
that such ceremonies could be carried out 
at home, but the sturdy Scots soon con- 
vinced him that such a proceeding would 
be an infringement upon their rights, so 
the King had to goto Edinburgh as others 
had done before. The wife of a preacher 
by the name of Granger, once stole the 
Scotch crown and the other royal insignia, 
this in 1652 or 1653. At the time of the 
restoration they were transferred to 
Charles Il. They were returned to Edin- 
burgh Castle in 1707, and have remained 
there ever since.

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‘SCHOOL MATTERS, 


Important Points Passed Upon 
by the Supreme Court, 


Decisions That are Just Beginning 
4 to Attract Attention. 


A Radical Change Necessitated in 
the Handling of Funds. 


A City as a Manicipality and a ‘City as a 
School District Entirely Separate 
and Very Distinct Cor- 
porations. 


Some decisions recently rendered by 
the Supreme Court of the State in re- 
gard to certain school matters pertatn- 
ing to cities will undoubtedly attract 
much attention when their importance 
becomes generally known. 

According to the opinions rendered, a 
city asa municipality anda city as a 
school district are entirely distinct and 
separate corporations. The city is 
therefore a school district, and in 
school matters is to be governed by the 
same laws asany other school district 
within the county. 

One of the decisions pertaining to 
the matter was in a San Diego case, 
which had been appealed from the Snu- 
perior Court to the Supreme Court, and 
in which it was held by both tribunals 
that the city treasurer was not entitled 
to the custody of school moneys. One 
Kennedy, the City Treasurer of San 
Diego, brought suit against one Miller, 
the County Treasurer of San Diego 
county, for the custody of certain 
moneys which had been apportioned 
by the County Superintendent ot 
Schools to the school district of the 
city of San Diego, a portion of which 
had been derived from the  pub- 
lic school fund and a _ portion 
froma tax upon the taxable property 
of San Diego, levied by the Board of 
Supervisors in pursuance of an estimate 
made by the City Board of Education. 

The decision in this case (32 Pacific 
Reporter, 558) states, among other 
things, that ‘‘the Legislative declara- 
tion that every incorporated city isa 
school district, does not impart into 
the organization of the schoo! district 
any of the provisions of the city char- 
ter, or limit the powers and functions, 
which, as a school district, it has 
by virtue of the Political Code. 
The city is a corporation distinct from 
that of the school district, even though 
both are designated by the same name 
and embrace the same territory. The 
one derives its authority directly from 
the Legislature, through the general 
law providing for the establishment of 
schools throughout the State, while the 
authority of the other is found in the 
charter under which it is organized.”’ 

The decision also states that section 
1617 of the Political Code makes it the 
duty of boards of education to pay all 
moneys collected by them into the 
county treasury. 

According to this and other decisions, 
the City Council of a city has no right 
to levy a tax for school matters nor to 
retain any money collected or received 
for school] purposes. 

Superintendent Friesner, when seen 
yesterday about the matter, said he did 
not wish to express an opinion just yet 
as towhateffect it would have here. 
He has received already, however, a 
letter from the Superintendent of 
Schools of another city asking what is 
to be done about it. 

Severai members of the Board of Ed- 
ucation will meet this evening to dis- 
cuss estimates for additional schools 
needed, and it is possible that the ques- 
tions and its various bearings will come 
up at that time. 


HER SKULL CRUSHED. 


An Old Woman Struck by a Locomotive 
and Almost Iustantly Killed. 

The Santa Fé overland train, due to 
arrive in this city at 10 o’clock, ran 
into an old woman nathed Mariana 
Sarjalba at the entrance to the Macy 
street covered bridge yesterday morn- 
ing, injuring the woman so severely 
that she lived but a short time after- 
ward, 

According to the story of the flagman, 
who is stationed at thecrossing, the old 
lady came from Within the bridge to- 
ward the track just as the train rounded 
the curve above. ‘The flagman mo- 
tioned to her to stay back, but she did 
not heed the warning and walked di- 
rectly onto the rails in frontof the 
moving cars. The blow she first re- 
ceived from the pilot of the engine 
crushed her skull, but at the same time 
threw her off the track, preventing fur- 
ther mutilation of the body by the 
wheels. 

When picked up she was still alive, 
and the patro] wagon was summoned to 
take her to the receiving hospital, but 
she died before the police station was 
reavhe]. 

The deceased was a resident of Brook- 
lyn Heights, and when killed was on 
her way tothe Plaza Church to attend 
services, as was her usual morning cus- 
tam. 

An inquest will be held today on the 
remains at the undertaking parlors of 
Orr & Co.

A GROSS LIBEL. 


Californian Ways as Seen Through 
Boston Eyeglasses. 


An Exaggerated and Misleading Letter 
from a “Special Correspondent” 
Concerning San Bernardino— 

A Distorted View. 


It is a well-known fact that Eastern 
papers will publish almost anything 
against Southern California which will 
have a tendency to discourage immigra- 
tion te this favored section. The most 
Outrageous misrepresentations of irre- 
sponsible and unsophisticated ‘‘corre- 
spohdents'’ are given a prominent place 
inthe news columns of these papers, 
with editorial comment wherever possi- 
ble, and, in fact. everything that can 
give the country a “black is 
eagerly snapped up. About the worst 
specimen of this kind of. thing that has 
appeared for some time, however, isthe 
following grossly exaggerated and mis- 
leading letter concerning San Bernar- 
dino, which appeared as ‘‘special corre- 
spondence’ in the Boston Journal: 

SAN BERNARDING, April 20.—If you want 
to see a life thatis totally different from 
anything in the East or from any Eastern- 
ized portion of California, you cannot do 
better tLan to settle down for a few weeks 
inthe beautiful San Bernardino Valley, 
making vour headquarters the old Mormon 
town ot San Bernardino. Itis not a cheer- 
ful place, this ugly railroad town, with its 
dingy depot, wretched streets and common 
looking houses. You will not plan ‘to stop 
here. it you are making the conventional 
Californiatrip. But, if you have come to 
Study people as wellas scenery, you will, 
perhaps, ind this town more interesting 
than the palm-lned avenues or the yellow 
monotony of orange groves that draw the 
tourist te the other parts of the valley. 

The San Bernardino scenery iS all that 
could be desired—acres and acres of frul 
lands, sloping gently to the foothills; 
piains. duil-colored with sage and cactus,

San Bernardino is no fashion center.

latest fortune-hunter from the East. At 
first you findit hard to detect cultivation 
or even respectability in any one. till little 
/by Mttle you begin to notice faces instead 

[of clothes. Occasionally you see some face 
that pleases, but most of the San Bernar- 
dino physiognomy is such that while it in- 
terests inthe day time, qne dreads to dream 
of it by night: too many rough, evil-faced

No one ever questions the 
authority of the man who draws his re- 
volver first. The matter is taken in an 
almost absurdiy philosephical way. Your 
first night in San Bernardino was not a 
restfulone, but you can looksback orf it as 
the most peaceful that you spent in the 
place, despite the fact that you slept with 
all your valuables tucked Inmpily under 
your pillow and every window tightly 
closed and locked. 

A few days afterward a hackman driving 
home at midnight, was literally shot off 
his hack by someone who jumped on be. 
hind, fired and ran, They do not say 
“shot’’ in San Bernardino. They say 
“pumped full of lead.’ Was the mvrderer 
found? Why, no. The hackman was bad. 
Somebody's husband was supposed to have 
shot him. The watter ended there. 

There is a strange sense of justice in the 
ugly little town. A week or so later two 
armed masked men entered the faro bank, 
which stands open on one of the principal 
streets, held up fifteen men who were play- 
ing and broke the bank for $1500. The 
strange thing was that the robbers stopped 
and paid the bank officials their salaries, 
then made off with the rest of the money. 
There was probably not an unarmed man 
among the fifteen, but the two masked men 
had the first shot, and sothe fifteen stood 
up with their faces to the wall and nodoubt 
cursed their hard luck, yet no one cared to 
make the first move and risk his life. Cow- 
ardly, do you think’? Well, possibly, but 
the coin wasn't worthalife. Calitornia 
money is worth everything to get, but noth- 
ing to give. 

Who takes part in the cutting, robbing 
and shooting affairs? Noone knows ex- 
actly, but presumably the men about town. 
Every man carries a revolver, and most of 
them are quick to use it. 

Thev have just had a lynching in San 
Bernardino. A jealous Mexican murdered 
his wife anda helpless old man. A mid- 
night mob dragged him out of jail, and 
swung bim off the railroad bridge. To add 
tothe hideousness of the murder and the 
lvoching, the Mexican’s name was Jesus 
Fuen. You do notcare to show a fiash- 
Nght picture of the bridge that night. It 
is not a pretty picture. 

You think San Bernardino an open field 
But where is the 
work to begin, and on what toundation? 
There is very little Sunday in this ugly lit- 
tletown. To be sure, there are churches, 
but the only people who go to them are the 
solemnly long-faced individuals, whodon't 
look as though tev particulariy needed 
that sortof thing. Andsome of the out- 
Once, 
not very long ago, there was a San Ber- 
nardino minister whoused to send in bills 
for conducting funerals. sometimes giving 
reduced rates when the body was near at 
hand. Finally,

school monev. San Bernardino, ugly little 
town, needs something. but just what is it?

The City Council Convenes in Regu- 
lar Session. 


a Cement-concrete Base for the Pave- 
ments—Various Items of Local 
Interest—Personal Notes 
and Brevitles. 


The City Council metin regular session 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. In the 
absence of President Weed, Mr. Lukens 
sided. Trustees Clarke, Cox and Mc- 
were present. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved, 
Therules were, on motion, temporarily 
suspended. Dr. Frary then addressed the 
board relative to the bids laid over from 
the previous meeting for laying a cement 


sidewalk and curbing the cast side of 


Grand avenue, between Colorado Court and 
Ellis street. He stated if none of the pres- 
ent curbing is used that the bid of Ward & 
Roberts is about $112 lower than either of 
the other two submitted. and recommended 
that this firm be awarded the contract. He 
stated also that J. W. Scoville, the largest 
Interested properfty-owner, desired that 
this firm do the work. City Engineer Sed- 
wick submitted an estimate as tothe rela- 
tive amountofthe bids submitted, after 
which it was decided to reject all bids and 
readvertise for the work. 

Justis Brockway addressed the board 
relative to the proposed laying of cement 
sidewalks and gutters on East Colorado 
street. 

George Taylor again addressed the board 
protesting against having certain property 
on the north side of Peach Place being in. 
cluded in the proposed Orange Place sewer 
district. S. Washburn took a hand inthe 
controversy, which hadto do largely with 
the relative odoriferous qualities of the 
Peach Place and the Orange Place sewers 
as wafted by soft southern breezes to the 
residents of Valley street. which lies to the 
northward. Mr. Taylor's protest was al- 
lowed, and, on motion, the original peti- 
tion for a sewer was referred back to the 
petitioners, with the recommendation that 
they make the south boundary of their 
sewer district at fhe rear of the Orange 
Place property. 

Milford Fish presented a petition, which 
has already been printed in full in. these 
columns, favoring a Portland cement-con. 
crete base for the proposed asphalt pave- 
ments on Colorado street, Raymond and 
Fair Oaks avenues. It will be remembered 
that two weeks previous Mr. Fish was 
granted time to circulate such petition, 
the understading being that if he secured 
the names of property-owners representing 
amajority of the frontage to be paved the 


.Council would adopt new specifications 


favoring such a base, The number of feet 
frontage to be paved as estimated by the 
City Engineer is 6589. The number of 
feet necessary for a majority of the front- 
age is 3295 feet. Mr. Fish's petition con- 
tained signatures representing 4318 feet 
frontage, or 1023 feet more than was re- 
guired.

“No contract for the paving of a street or 
avenue or any part thereof shall hereafter 
be let or made until the persons or corpo. 
rations to whom it is proposed to let the 
contract shall furnish a bond to the city of 
Pasadena with not less than two sufficient 
sureties, who shall each justify in fill pen- 
alty of the bond, the condition of said bond 
to be that the contractor will, at his own 
cost and expense maintain the pavement in 
good condition for five years from the com- 
"egret of said pavement. Said bond shall 

approved by the Board of Trustees and 
filed with the City Clerk of said city, and 
the amount of such bond shall be equal to 
33% per cent. of the whole contract price.”’ 

This aroused a discussion as to the legality 
of requiring a contractor to give bond. 
City Attorney Arthur has all the while 
claimed that a contractor cannot be legally 
required. to give bond for keeping such 
work in order forastipulated time, and all 
the proceedings in the drawing up of the 
former specifications, etc., have been con- 
ducted on this interpretation of the law, the 
correctness of which was forcibly empha- 
sized by a recent court decisign of impor- 
tance, which was read by Judge H. W. Magee 
and which resulted in Capt. Simpson with- 
drawing his petition.

living. In one instance the belief was 
evidently transplanted, for it was 
found among Hungarian miners at An- 
trim, Pa. In another it was found 
among the remnants of the Six 
Nations in Central New York, and it is 
not clear whether it was indig- 
enous with the Indians or was bor- 
rowed at one time or another from 
the whites. Inthe first casea Hunga- 
rian miner at Antrim, who was suffer- 
ing from consumption, due to the un- 
healthy nature of his occupation, con- 
ceived the notion that the oppression 
on his chest at night and constant loss 
of vitality were due-to the spirit ofa 
dead boss, who, in life had tyrannized 
over him, sitting on him and sucking 
his life blood. In Hungary ghosts who 
thus prey on the living are exorcised by 
burning the hearts which beat in the 
bodies they inhabited before death. 
The proof that a body is that of a vam- 


pire isa heart still fresh and full of 


blood when the rest of the corpse may 
be decayed. When a heart which is 
thus proved to be that of a vampire is 
turned the live person who has been 
he ghost’s victim recovers from the ef- 
fects of the visitation. 

Believing all this implicitly, the 
miner, aided by his brother, dug up the 
corpse of the dead boss and cut out the 
heart. It was found to be fresh and full 
of blood, as they expected, and they ac- 
cordingly burned it, with full faith that 
good results would follow to the sufferer 
from consumption.

Teagrowers in south Carolina Have Great 

Faith In Their Own Ability to Prodace 
_ @ Commodity That Equals if It Does Not 
Surpass China Tea. 


There is no subject touching which the 
tea trade of New York is more skeptical 
than the possibility of making tea culture 
a profitable industry in the United States. 
The men who sit in dingy little down town 
offices, with small brass teakettles about 
them and ugly little teacups stored in cup- 
boards that would drive any neat house- 
“wife into hysterics, smile whenever 
ican‘tea is mentioned. The skepticism of 
the tea dealers results partly from the fact 
that they know so much, partly from the 
fact that they know so little. The litera- 
ture of tea culture is a library in itself. To 
know the subject is to spend years in 
study. 

There are men down in the tea trade who 
can appraise to 2 mill the value of a given 
specimen of tea. but who use the very names 
of teas without a knowledge of their sig- 
nificance. Tea, before its arrival) in mar- 
ket, is to the average dealer an oriental 
mystery. Those who read books on the 
subject. find them full of contradictions. 
Some deniers flatly declare their belief that 
travelers vrho write upon tea culture in 
China haye nevér reached the interior of 
the country. Asa matter of fact, different 
writers upon Chinese tea culture are of ne- 
cessity contradictory, because they happen 
to have seen the operations of different dis- 
tricts. There are many ways of cultivat- 
ing tea in China, as there are many of pre- 
paring it for market. Tea bricks, for ex- 
ample, which areseld by the million pounds 
all over central Asia, never appear in the 
trade of the United States. 

Should the average tea dealer see a close 
packed dark green brick, hard on the sur- 
face and marked in gold with Chinese char- 

*actersy-he would scarcely recognize it as tea. 
The dealers find that the oriental plays 
strange tricks with this market. When 
one sort of tea hns been a drug on the mar- 
ket, next season tlic same tea appears un- 
der a different name. Young Hyson and 
Gunpowder arethe same tea differently 
rolled, and there ure a dozen devices by 
which the Celesiial takes advantage of the 
occidental world. 

In the face of ail the current skepticism 
as to American tea, a South Carolinian, 
who has a 10-ucre ten garden, recently sent 
up some of his own product to be appraised 
bya firm of New York tea dealers. He sent 
along also a tea plant, which has been ex- 
hibited ina dealer’s window. The firm to 
whom the sample bad been confided tasted, 
smell 
deliberation wrote to the experimenter that 

_all the tests indicated that his tea was 
worth 20 cents a pound, The grower wrote 
back to. thank the dealer and to express 
satisfactict: that his sample could be ap- 
praised at such a rate. 

All this makes no great impression upon 
the skepticism of the teatrade. Tea that 


wholesales at 20 cents a pound should. 


fetch about 40 cents a pound at retail. A 
fair average imported tea, such as is con- 
stimed by persons of moderate means de- 
manding articles of good quality, whole 
sales at about 25 cents a pound. Above 
and below that prices have wide range. 
Tea dust, from China wholesales in this 
market at from 6 to 11 cents apound. The 
best of it isdrank by the poor, who pay 
for it 20 cents a pound retail. The worst 
is bought by druggists and by dealers in 
whisky. There is an unkind suspicion in 
the tea trade that a good deal of cheap tea 
dust goes into sugar conted pills of one 
kind or another, in place of quinine, for ex- 
ample. Jt is well known that a great deal 
of tea dust is used to color nev’ whisky and 
give it an appearance of oe. 
| After the-tea dust come various cheap 
grades of Japan, Congou, Youtlg Hyson 
anid Amoy, wholesaling at 12 or 13 cents a 
pound. Then there are other Young Hy- 
sons and Japans and Formosa teas whole- 
‘galing at 20 or 25 cents per pound, The 
Ceylon teas range from 14 to 40 cents whole- 
sale, with faney qualities as high as 90 
cents a pound. Some of the fancy Young 
Hysons and Forniosas wholesale at from C0 
to 80 cents, and a Chicago firm has been re- 
tailing fancy brands as/high as $3 a pound. 
Dealérs down town smile at such prices as 
this last and say that there is really no bet- 
ter tea in this market than some that may 
be retailed at 81a pound. As a matter of 
fact, the finest China teas do not leave the 
countiy and probably would not endure 
transportation. 
' The down town skeptics say that Amer- 
ican tea niust compete, if at all, with grades 
of imported tea somewhat below medium 
quality. They belicve that the thing can- 
not be done. Climateand the cost of labor 
are both against it, and the fineart of adul- 
teration is also in favor of the foreign 
grower. Indian teas, which have greaily 
increased in popularity of late years, are 
grown with lebor that costs from 4 to 6 
cents aday. Nobody knows how much less 
may be the price of labor in the heart of the 
Chinese ten growing regions. Labor in 
South Carolina, where the tea growing ex- 
ment has beon most persistently tried, 
anywhere from 3 to 10 times the cost of 
labor in Ceylon and India. But it was dis- 
covered long ago, th:t much of the labor in 
tea culture could be performed by machin- 


ery, and even that many of the manipula-— 


tions to which ‘the Chinese tea producers 
have clung for centuries may be omitted 
altogether without dctriment to the prod- 
uct. The tea growing experimenters of 
South Carolina have great hopes from the 
application of American energy and inven- 
tion to this ancient employment. 

As to climate, the extension of tea culture 
has been very gradual, partly because those 
in whose hands it lay have been jealous of 
competition, and partly because the cli- 
matic needs of the tea plant have been 
greatly misunderstood. The culture of tea 

-in China is a matter of centuries, perhaps 
of millenniums; but it isa comparatively 
recent thing in Japan, while it isonly a 
little over 50 years old in India and Leas: 
than 20 in Ceylon. The American tea- 

wers have recent precedent and the tra- 
tion of American enterprise in their favor. 
They have against them cheap skilled labor 
and conscienceless adulteration abroad, and 
at home the conservatism of dealers and 
consumers.—New York Sun.

SITTING BULL’S EXPERIENCE AS A 
FIRST NIGHTER. 

A Lively Time at the Opening of a New 

Playhouse In the Northern Part of Da- 


kota—An Ignominious Retreat For the. 


Noble Ked Men. 


Fifteen years ago titoes were lively in Da 
kota, especially inthe northern part of it. 
The Red River valley was alive with home- 
seekers and Fargo was a booming town of 
12,000 inhabitants. 

In those days money was mede easily in 
that section, and in the majority of in- 
stances it was spent as fast as it was made. 
The main channels through which it flowed 
were the gainbling houses and the theaters. 
The town supported half a dozen theatrical 
establishments, every One of which gave to 
the public nightly a vaudeville entertain- 
ment as excellent und as full of variety as 
could be found in eastern cities of twenty 
times the populatio:..

The famous Indian 
chief at once became a bone of contention 
between the theatrical managers, who saw 
that they could edd to the box office re- 
ceipts if they could induce him to occupy a 
front scat in their places of &musement 
that evening. The town was fu!l of eastern 
people, or ‘‘tenderfect,”’ as they were called, 
to whom the sight of an unkempt Indian 
fresh from the reservation was something 
to be remembered and talked of for a life- 
time—especially an Indian as notorious as 
was Sitting Buil. 

The interpreter in charge of the party of 
Indians wes quick to sce the opportunity 
for making a stake and coolly told the the- 
atrical managers that Sitting Bull and two 
of his warriors would attend the theater 
that offered him the hizhest price. Bidding 
ran high. The backers of Guerin’s theater 
had abundance of capita!, and they finally 
compelled the other men to quit the field 
by offering £500 for Sitting Bull and two of 
his men to sit through their performance. 

That night the floating population of the 
town flocked to CGuerin’s theater. Seats 
were sold at auction, and many a man paid 
oe for the privilege of standing in the gal- 

ery. 

Sitting Bull «nd his warriors were on 
hand early, ;audily arrayed in feathers, 
headdress, beaded blan!ets and wampum. 
They were seated at the end of the center 
aisle in the space between the orchestra 
railing and the frout row of parquet chairs. 
They sat with their backs to the audience, 
of which they were in full view. 

The red men preserved their monumental 
stoicism, and throughout the entertain- 
ment not asmiie wrinkled their faces. It 
was impossible for the observer to tell 
whether the show was a bore or a pleasure 
tothem. Each cone of them carried a short 

inted stick, one end of which was split. 

nto the split was thrustasmall piece of 
looking glass. Occasionally the Indians 
held thé inirrors up before their eyes and 
took a careful survey of the audience be- 
hind them. This enabled them to see what 
was goifigon all over the house without 
shifting their position. 

The closing feature of the programme 
Was an act performed by a female trapeze 
performer who.was advertised to possess 
wonderful strength in her jaws. The stage 
manager announced that she would hang 
suspended from the trapeze bar by her 
knees and support a heavy cannon with her 
teeth: while it was discharged. The woman 
finished her trapeze performance, and hang- 
ing from the bar head downward clapped 
her hands as an indication that she was 
ready for the finel act. There was a rum- 
bling sound in the wings, and then a can- 
non was run onto the stage, with the muz- 
zle pointing directly up the center aisle. 

At sight of the cannon, Sitting Bull and 
his men began to show signs of uneasiness. 
They shifted about in their seats nervously. 
Two men lifted the cannon and left it dan- 
gling from the woman’s jaws. The muzzle 
of the weapon swing on a level with the 
Indians’ headdress. 

Sitting Bull and his warriors by this time 

become extremely nervous. They 
looked at each other inquiringly, as if they 
suspected that they had been drawn intoa 
trap and were to be deliberately slaugh- 
tered. They jabbered to cach other excited- 
ly, and two or three times so far forgot 
their stoicism as to look over their shoul- 
ders. 

Finally everything was in readiness; the 
stage manecer stepped back, gave the string 
that he held a jerk, there was a flash and a 
roar, and out of .the cloud of smoke that 
shot into the parquet Sitting Bull and his 
warriors sprang, wildly shouting as they 
made their way down the aisle, striking 
madly right and left with the long stemmed 
stone pipes which they carried. 

No attempt was made by the audience to 
stop the Indians, who made their way out- 
side and didn’t stop running until they 
reached the hotel. For once the fearless 
chief of the Sioux was unnerved.—Thomas 
Holmes in Kate Field’s Washington.

The flippers are some 2 feet lon 
and capable when extended of covering © 
considerable area and of forcingthe ani- 
mal rapidly through the water. 

Walrus also use these flippers to protect 
wounded comrades or to carry their off- 
spring. Tbe insideof these paws is covered 
by a horny skin that serves to protect their 
palms in scrambling around over the rough 
ice. The walrus flippers, when properly 
cooked, are considered a great delicacy by 
the Eskimos. The flavor'of the flipper is 
very similar to that cf the coarser clams. 
The meat did nut seem as delicate as that 
ofthe seal or narwhal. The flesh of the 
walrus is protected bya thick blanket of 
fat—the blubber, which enables it to resist 
the icy water of the arctic seas. This fat 
yields nearly a barrel of oil. Thebide and 
tusks also are valuable. The hide is used 
by the Eskimos to make soles for their 
boots, or kamiks, and it is also cut into 
strips for their harpoon lines. It isfrom ~* 
to 14 inches thick. 

The formidable tusks are used as weapons 
of offense and defense, and also, it is stated, 
gather their food, the elams,.—St. Nich- 
Olas, 


Why tho Sea Is Salt. 

The very fact that the waters of oceans 
are salty is a wonder within itself; That 
erybody knows. But 


such is the case ev 
why? Rivers are not sait, neither are come 
of the very largest of inland seas, yet one 
school of scientists will tell’ you that these 
same seas (lakes) are the remains of what 
was once 4 universa] ocean; that there wes 
once 2n upheaval of the land and that all 
the waters settled in basins except that 
which drained of. If this is ao fact, why 
are these lakes or seas now fresh’ Don’t 
tell me that it is uge they have been 
evaporating through the long centuries 
and that the vacanty has been supplied by 
fresh waters from rivers. Great Salt Lake 
is no less salty now than it was 3,000 years 
ago, and probably & great deal more so. 

The water of the Caribbean sea is dense 
compared with thats of the Atlantic in the 
vicinity of the Cape Verile islands, the pro- 
portion being 11 to21, Why isthis? It is 
certainly a fact that they are both of one 
body of water. The variety of saline mat- 
ter found in all sea water is universally the 
same. There is another fact which should 
be mentioned while we are clSssifying sea 
water; that is this: When the saltness of 
oceans is referred to, it must not be under- 
stood as being the table salt. of commerce 
(chloride of sodium), for there are many 
other salts in the solution. Fixpert bhy- 
drographers tell us that there are enough 
of these various salts held in sugpension in 
the waters of the oceans to cover the whole 
landed surface of the globe to adepth of 
1,500 feet—in other words, that there is 
60,000,000,000,000,000 tons so held in suspen- 
sion! The sea is salt by reason of the earth 
washings which are poured into it.—St. 
Louis Republic.
